From a 
hundred men who struck four nights 
ago the strike has spread until 1,000 
men and five transportation lines are 
now involved. The odd feature of the 
strike is the fact that the strikers are en- 
tirely unorganized. 


NEW YOBK, July 3.—^A mob of strik- 
ing cloak makers numbering not less 
than 200 persons, assembled in front of 
the firms of Meyer and Jonassen, 354 
Broadf^y, and the Mercantile Cloak 
company, 374 Broadway, and set upon 
the operatives who are working in their 
places, shortly before 8 o'clock this 
morning.

If it wasn't for the small boy Â.meri- 
cans would forget our nation's natal 
day, for it has long since ceased to be 
the occasion for universal rejoicing, 
such as it was when onr grandfathers 
were young. Qod bless the small boy I 
He keeps the spirit of patriotism burn- 
ing in our hearts and causes us to re- 
member that the Fourth of July is an 
occasion which should not be buried in 
oblivion. The small boy wasn't created 
for nothing. 
He has a mission and a 
part of that mission he will insist on 
performing to-morrow. No matter what 
other people do, he will celebrate the 
Fourth. 


T B £ F £ D £ B A I i JBIiBCTION Bllily. 


The federal election bill was passed in 
the lower house of congress yesterday 
by a vote of 155 yeas to 148 nays, a few 
of the republicans voting with the demo- 
crats in opposition to the bill. 


The passage of the infamous law is a 
blow at American liberty and places the 
national elections in the southern states 
in the hands of the republicans, who 
will, if it becomes a law, be able by 
force and military aid to intimidate the 
voters in that section and keep them 
away from the polls on election day. 


Governor Bufus Bullock, of Georgia, 
a prominent southern republican, be- 
lieves tbe use of force in the south in 
elections mil be resisted by force, and 
that this would be followed by an un- 
settling of credits, un stability in trade, 
and a general overthrow of business 
prosperily. He says: 


You can never gain anything in the 
south by force; hence I do not like the 
federal supervision provisions in which 
it is proposed to exercise force. The 
only result of that provision will be to 
lose the support of business men in the 
north who are doing business in the 
south. It will not change a vote. 


This is the sentiment of southern 
democrats and republicans alike. The 
bill is an izxfamous measure. It is de- 
signed to perpetuate republican rule 
and to kill the freedom of voting at 
elections. 


Senator CuUom, of Illinois, was gov- 
ernor of his state in 1877, and in his 
message to the legislature that year he 
used the following language: 


As citizens of the state of Illinois we 
claim the right to bold our elections in 
oar own way, giving all our people a 
fair and equal chance to cast their votes. 
We claim the right to prescribe the 
manner in which onr polls shall be 
purged of fraudulent votes and how and 
% whom file result of elections shall be 
ascertained and announced. 
All these 
things we regulate by the laws made by 
our state legislature, and when the re- 
sult id so ascertained and announced, 
we expect it to be respected, as well by 
our own citizens as by others. 
We 
claim these rights for our own state, we 
concede the same to every other state in 
the Union. 


This was sound doctrine in 1877 and 
it is equally sound in 1890. 
Undoubt- 
edly, also, it represents the feeling of 
the great majority of people in the 


north, t^ithbnt much distinction of 
party, and there are some republican 
newspapers whioh are not afraid to say 
so.

The two following drinks, both de- 
licious and wholesome,, serve to satisfy 
thirst, and are refreshing and inexpem- 
sive as w^U* says Kate Armstrong in the 
Independent: 


To two pounds of light brown sugar 
add one-half pint of molasses, 
two 
ounces c^ tartaric acid and one quart of 
boiling water. Stir till thoroughly dis- 
solved and then stir in one ounce of es- 
sence of winter-green, or sassafras, if 
preferred. When cold, bottle it; it "will 
fill two CL^art bottles. 
To serve, put 
two spoonfuls in a tumbler, fill two- 
thirds up with cold water, stir in one- 
quarter teaspoonful of carbonate of soda 
and drink while effervescing. The ma- 
terials do not cost over thirty-five oents; 
well corked, it will keep perfectly all 
summer. 


Cream soda is rather more delicate, 
but requires a few moments' boiling. 
The materials required are one ounce of 
tartaric acid, the juice of one lemon, 
one and one-quarter pounds (pints) of 
loaf sugar and one and one-half pints of 
boiling water. When cold stir in one 
ounce of essence of wintergreen and the 
whites of two eggs beaten to a stiff 
broth; also one-quarter cup of flour, 
blended in a little cold water. 
Bottle 
and serve one spoonful of the syi^Pf 
three-quarters of a glass of cold water, 
and one-quarter teaspoonful of carbon- 
ate of soda. Drink while effervesdng. 


Nature seems to call for an acid in the 
hot season. 
Naturally we incline to 
lemons, which are plentiful now, and 
should be used liberally. Take the 
nice clear with water without sugar. 
There are many conditions for which 
lemon juice is a specific, notably a tor- 
pid liver. Summer fruits, acid berries, 
strawberries, generously used, will often 
sot these ailments right, without the use 
of medicine. Stewed rhubarb, a strong 
acid, slightly sweetened, has the same 
effect. It is very healthful. So is 
good "towel bath" every morning, with 
little ammonia added to the colcl 
water, or even a little salt. It is wonder- 
ful how it will brace one up for the 
"heated term." Yet, after aU, with 
busy day, one often finds the feet tired 
and aching, and swollen with the heat 
when night comes. Nothing so rests 
and relieves them as rubbing with 
spirits of camphor. If not at hand 
alcohol has a very comfortable effect. 
Stout people are more apt to be troubled 
with aching fe^ in warm weather than 
those who are spare. We have known 
the trouble greatly relieved by putting 
the feet in cold water for ten minutes at 
bedtime. We have known people to 
find great relief in the use of "electric 
soles," and others on whom they seemed 
to have no effect at all. When aching 
feet seem persistent, and do not yield 
to simple remedies, the trouble is apt to 
be rheumatic, and a liniment made of 
olive oil, with all the gum camphor it 
will absorb, will be apt to relieve at 
once.

Towel Baths. 


Tho two following drinks, both de- 


licious and wholesome, serve to satisfy 
thirst, and ar« refreshing and inexpen- 
sho as well, Bays Kate Armstrong in the 
Independent: 


To two pounds of light brown sugar 


add one-half pint of molasses, two 
ounces of tartaric acid and one quart of 
boiling water. Stir till thoroughly dis- 
solved and then stir in one ounce of es- 
sence of M inter green, or sassafras, if 
preferred. Whoa cold, bottle it; it will 
fill two quart bottles. 
To serve, put 


two spoonfuls in a tumbler, fill two- 
tliiidb up with cold water, stir in one- 
quarter teaspoonful of carbonate of soda 
aud drink while effervescing. The ma- 
teiwlb do not coat over thirty-five cents; 
well corked, it will keep perfectly all 
summer. 


Cream soda is rather more delicate, 


but requires a few moments' boiling. 
Tho materials required are one ounce of 
tartaric acid, the juice of one lemon, 
ono and one-quarter pounds (pints) of 
loaf HUgiir and ono and one-half pints of 
boiling water. When cold stir in one 
ounce of essence of wintergreen and the 
whites of two eggs beaten to a stiff 
broth; also one-quarter cup of flour, 
blended in a little cold water. 
Bottle 


and sen o ono spoonful of tha syrup, 
three quarters of a glass of cold water, 
and one-quarter teaspoonful of carbon- 
ate of soda. Drink while effervescing. 


Nature seems to call for an acid in the 


hot season, Naturally we incline to 
lemons, uhich are plentiful now, and 
should be used liberally. Take tae 
juice clear with water without sugar. 
There are many conditions for which 
lemon juice is a specific, notably a tor- 
pid liver. Summer fruits, acid berries, 
strawberries, generously used, will often 
set these ailments right, without the use 
of medicine. Stewed rhubarb, a strong 
acid, slightly sweetened, has the same 
effect. It is very healthful. So is a 
good "towel bath" every morning, with 
a little ammonia added to the cold 
water, or oven a little salt. It is wonder- 
ful how it will brace one up for the 
"heated term." Yet, after all, with a 
busy day, one often finds the feet tired 
and aching, and swollen with the heat 
when night comes. Nothing so rests 
and relieves them as rubbing with 
spirits of camphor. If not at hand, 
alcohol has a very comfortable effect. 
Stout people are more apt to be troubled 
with aching feefc in warm weather than 
those who are spare. We have known 
tho trouble greatly relieved by putting 
tho feet in cold water for ten minutes at 
bedtime. We have known people to 
find great relief in the use of "electric 
soles," and others on whom they seemed 
to have no effect at all. When aching 
feet seem persistent, and do not yield 
to simple remedies, the trouble is apt to 
he rheumatic, and a liniment made of 
olivo oil, TUth all the gum camphor it 
will absorb, will be apt to relieve at 
once.
